SHORTHAND WRITERS 


THOUSANDS TAUGHT STENOGRAPHY 


EACH YEAR IN AMERICA. 


A Few Expert* Receive High Salaries. 


The Art Not a New One, as it Dates Back 


| 
to Cicero, Who U»ed More Than 7.OOO 
Characters—New York's Veteran. 
There are more stenographers in New 


York and its vicinity than there are 
lawyers or doctors. But not all of them 
arc competent. A first class shorthand 
writer is very difficult to find, and if 
he is a fast writer he IB sure of a good 
salary. 


Shorthand writing as a means of earn- 


ing a livelihood is not as lucrative as 
many other callings, but it affords a 
young man, j? he is quickwitted, a fine 
chance to watch the internal workings 
of a business house, and thereby helps 
him toward a business education such 
as he could get in no other way. 


The only field that is highly remu- 


nerative is law reporting, but to become 
competent for this work requires years 
of assiduous practice, and the field of 
employment is limited. 
The highest 


salary paid to a coojt stenographer in 
New York is in the surrogate's court. 
Mr, Edward F. Underbill, probably the 
oldest practicing stenographer in Amer- 
ica, holds this position and receives a 
salary of $3,000 per year. He has been 
in the service since 1840. 


The municipal departments and courts 


in New York city pay annually in sal- 
aries for stenographic services $154,- 
000. 
Tim salary list includes 90 ste- 


nographers, 27 of whom are court re- 
porters, each receiving $2,500, and 19 
$2,000 annually as salary. In addition 
to this, however, all court stenographers 
are allowed by the code 10 cents per fo- 
lio of 100 words, for furnishing copies 
of transcripts to the parties interested 
in any case when desired.

consideration an army probably equal 
ly larye wbo receive instruction from 
some other BOH tee or from professional 
stenographers. 


Out of this va&t army, however, but 


a Vv.iy tmall minority are either phys- 
ically or mentally qualified to becomt 
court reporters or even office amanuer; 
ses. 


Cicero its said to have been the invent- 


or of bhorthand writing, and the freed 
man, Marcus Tulliua Tiro, his friend, 
tho first stenographer, and he undoubt- 
edly did use a method of shorthand 
writing as early as 60 B. C. 


The first English treatise was by Tim- 


othe Bright, entitled "An Arteof Short* 
Swifte and Secrete Writing by Charac- 
ture, Inuented by Timothe Bright, Doc- 
tor of Phisike. Imprinted at London by 
1. Winder, the Assingee of Tim Bright, 
1588. Cum priuilegie Regiae Maiesta- 
tis. 
Forbidding all others to print the 


same." 


Dr. Blight in this work says: "Cicero 


did account it worthie his labour, and 
no less profitable to the Roman common 
weale (Most Gracious Soueraigne), to 
inuent a speedie kinde of wryting by 
character, as Plutarch reporteth in the 
life of Cato the younger. This inven- 
tion was increased afterward by Seneca: 
that the number of characters grue to 
7,000. Whether through inure of time, 
or that the men gaueit over for tedious- 
ness of learning, nothing remaineth ex- 
tant of Cicero's inuention at this day." 


Every stenographer who recalls the 


efforts required to properly master the 
few characters used in the art today 
will not wonder that of Cicero's system, 
with its 7,000 characters, nothing re- 
mains at this day. 


It was not until 1643 that the art be- 


came of any practical use, and it was 
first used in the house of lords in 1699 
in taking testimony in a divorce suit. 
Stenographers were not regularly em- 
ployed in parliament, however, until 
1802.—New York World. 


Undaunted by Defeat.

OOLLAKS NOT BONUS. 


Congressman Libley of Penney!- 


va aia has prep ired a bill to pay pen- 
sions with a n.v issue of two-per cent 
boriflB. Tbo bill is designed to give 
pensioners the benefits usually accru- 
ing from bonds and furnish the gov- 
ernment a ready means of meeting its 
obligations to the old soldiers. The 
bonds are to be of denominations rang- 
ing from $20 to $100 and are to be of 
legal tender, which would allow them 
to circulate as money. 


Congressman JLibley is the only mem- 


ber of the House of Representatives 
from east of the Ohio who voted for 
free coinage. He represents a district 
in which the Farmers' Alliance is 
strong and aa a representative of the 
people he voted for the interest of his 
constituents. As the pensioners as a 
general rule do not hoard money, and 
what they receive from the government 
find:* its way into circulation at once, 
the bill should provide for the payment 
of pensions in silver dollars instead of 
bonds, 'x'he gover 
"Tit would derive 


a handsome profit 1. a the coinage of 
the dollars, whereas it would have to 
pay interest on the bond.-1, -. ithout ben- 
efit to the pensioners who are generally 
poor men and could not hold the bonds 
for the interest. 


The 
appropriation 
for pensions 


amounts to about $135,000,000 a year. 
That would absorb the bullion stored 
in the treasury in a short time and get 
it in circulation among the people in- 
stead of being hoarded where it is as 
valueless for all public uses as a pile 
of cobble stones.

A bill has been introduced in the 


Colorado Legislature which author- 
izes the Governor to present a bar of 
silver bullion of the requisite weight 
and fineness at the United States mint 
for coinage. It also appropriates suf- 
ficient funds from the State Treasury 
to carry the case through the courts in 
the event of the government refusing 
to coin the bullion. 


It is claimed by some eminent law- 


yers that under the constitution the 
government is required to coin both 
gold and silver for the people. T 
people of Colorado a few years ago 
undertook t^ test their claim in the 
courts. They sent a bar of bullion to 
Philadelphia and had it presented at 
the mint for coinage. The 'jaint of- 
ficials, acting upon the advice of the 
Director, would not accept the bullion. 
An appeal was made to the courts fora 
decree to compel the Secretary of the 
Treasury to order the bullion coined. 
Before a final decision was reached 
Secretary Foster went out of office and 
us the proceedings had would have to 
be commenced anew the subject \va-i 
dropped. Now, if the bill before the 
Color 11 lo Legislature becomes a law, 
the question will be pressed to a final 
decision by the Supreme Court.

THE BI/TTH-E ESTATE. 


Governor MarUham Having Proceedings 


Instituted to Have Jt Escheated to 
the State. 
SACBAMExro, January 17.—Governor 


Markham to-day authorized the law 
firm of Estee & Miller of San Francisco 
to institute legal proceedings for the 
purpose of having the property of the 
late Thomas H. Blythe escheated to the 
State. 


Governor Markham is of the opinion 


that the title to the property of Blythe 
has failed for want of heirs or next of 
kin, and for that reason has reverted to 
the State. 


The Statute provides that the At- 


torney-General shall act in all such 
cases and also gives him authority to 
select counsel. But as Attorney-Gen- 
eral Hart is the attorney and counsel 
for Florence 
Blythe-Hinckley, who 


claims to be the sole heir and next of 
kin of Thomas H. Blythe, deceased, the 
Attorney-General is disqualified from 
acting. It therefore devolves upon the 
Governor to select the attorneys. 


The estate, which is of the value of 


about $4,000,000, and has an annual in- 
come of $100,000, if Governor Mark- 
ham's theory is correct, would escheat 
to the State, and the proceeds would 
become part of the common school 
fund of the State, thus making it the 
most important suit, so far as the State 
is concerned, that has ever been insti- 
tuted since its existence.

I. 


THE SCIENCE OF MONET. 


Civilization is created by making 
common to all what is known or pro- 
duoed by each. There are two inven- 
tions of man which are essential to civ- 
ilization, namely, language and money. 
Neither is useful in isolation while 
there is but one individual to learn or 
to produce. 
Spoken and written language make 
acquired knowledge accessible to all. 
Money commands services and all the 
products of labor, and makes the 
efforts of the whole human race con- 
tribute to the wants of each member of 
society. Equally with language it is an 
essential factor of civilization, without 
which man would soon descend to the 
lowest condition of barbarism. 
I am not aware that even a single 
tribe of men has been discovered which 
did not possess some kind of money. 
The efforts of barbarians to create 
money, which would enable them to 
enjoy the fruits of each other's labor, 
are very instructive. Cowrie shells, to 
this day, answer all the purposes of 
local currency among certain African 
tribes; wampum, made from shells, 
fully possessed the money function 
among the American Indians; cattle 
were used as currency in ancient 
Greece; the money of Iceland in former 
times was codfish, and our Anglo- 
Saxon ancestors used slaves as money. 
With the advance of civilization these 
various devices are abandoned, either 
on account of their inconvenience, or 
because they are too abundant. The 
more civilized nations have used gold 
and silver from earliest history. The 
reasons why their use has been so long 
continued may be found in their inde- 
structibility 
and limited quantity. 
Throughout history the almost uni- 
versal use of the precious metals as 
money, has educated the world to the 
idea that the precious metals possess 
some intrinsic quality which makes 
them money, and to overlook the fact 
that their money function was given to 
them by Man and not by Nature They 
do not consider the fact that if, in the 
beginning, there bad been discovered 
spme other material more easily ob- 
tained, more conveniently transport- 
able, equally indestructible and'limited 
in quantity, gold and silver might have 
remained commodities without any 
detriment to civilization. 
It must be borne in mind that, at the 
time the precious metals were first used 
as money, and for a long time after- 
wards, the arts of making, engraving 
and printing paper were unknown, and 
also that the means of limiting the 
quantity of money by law were very 
imperfect, on account of the frail and 
unstable character of government. 
Every civilized government of modern 
times has given enormous practical 
illustrations of the possibility of pro- 
ducing paper money possessing dur- 
ability, more convenient in use, and 
more cheaply transportable than either 
gold or silver. 
No fixed system or rule for limiting 
quantity by law has yet been estab- 
lished. This is the important question 
to be determined before the limitation, 
which nature placed on the quantity of 
gold and silver, can be abandoned. 
Before discussing the importance of 
limitation of the quantity of money, I 
will consider the function which money 
performs. 
n. 


THE FUNCTIONS OF MONET. 


Money is a medium of exchange and 
s measure of deferred payments. In 
the early staves of civilization the func- 
tion of facilitating the exchange of the 
property of one man for tbte pitnmly 


of another, was the most important nse 
of money. But at the present time, the 
measurement of time contracts, so as 
to do equity between debtor and credi- 
tor, ia the paramount consideration. 
When, by custom, agreement, or law, 
a common representative of things use- 
ful has been selected, such common 
representative may be exchanged for ( 
any property; because, by such custom, . 
agreement or law, it is made represent- \ 
ative of all property. The represent- j 
ative of all property mav, or may not, i 
be composed of material useful in its-, 
self, without regard to the function 
of representing other useful things; t 
but it cannot be mrmey, unless it is \ 
made an ordc-r for till things for sale, 
by Borne law, custom or understanding,' 
v/hich the people observe, either volun- j 
tarily, or by force of soverign authority. , 
It must be an unquestioned order or 
warrant of attorney, in the hands of 
its owner, for everything offered for 
sale, and for the discharge of all obli- 
gations payable in money 
The power conferred by this warrant 


of attorney, in modern times, is called 
legal tender; because the law requires 
reditors to receive it in payment of 
debts. The use of the precious metals 
as money, and the use, at the same 
time, of stamped paper of no appreci- 
able value, have led to much confusion. 
The fact that the precious metals have 
uses, other than those incident to the 
representative value conferred by the 
money function, tends to complicate 
the subject, and leads many to suppose 
that it is the material in these metals 
and not the money function, which 
makes them valuable as money. 
Neither gold nor silver can be used as 
a commodity, and at the same time in 
its representative character, as an 
order for all things for sale, and a legal 
tender for the payment of debts. Any- 
thing which is clothed with the money 
function of a dollar, will pay a debt 
amounting to a dollar, and buy a dol- 
lar's worth of property—no more and 
no less—no matter of what material it 
may be made. It is the money f URC- 
tion which makes it a dollar, not the 
paper, the gold or the silver. If there 
were no law, custom or understanding, 
by which the money function could be 
conferred upon anything but gold and 
silver, and gold and silver could only be 
converted into money without loss or 
charge, the amount of gold required to 
make a dollar, would be worth a dollar, 
and the amount of silver necessary to 
make H dollar, would also be worth a 
dollar. And if the money function 
could only be conferred upon a certain 
kind of yellow paper, and another cer- 
tain kind of 
white paper, and all 
such paper, both the yellow and the 
white, could be converted into money 
without loss or charge, the amount of 
yellow paper required to make a dollar, 
would be worth a dollar, and the 
amount of white paper required to 
make the same amount of money, 
w ould also be worth a dollar. 
Rude nature, never has, and there is 
no probabality that she ever will, 
yield from the mines too much of either 
gold or silver, or both, for use as money; 
consequently, it has always been, and 
still is, safe and expedient to confer 
the money function upon all the pre- 
cious metals offered Ifor that purpose 
by coining them into money. 


m. 
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THE AUTOMATIC THEORY. 


This limitation of nature is called 
the automatic theory of money. From 
time immemorial, previous to 1873, 
with few exceptions, the great commer- 
cial nations have furnished their people 
with full legal-tender money, by coin- 
ing all the gold and silver deposited at 
their mints for that purpose. 
But the 
case is very different where paper or 
any other material, which may be ob- 
tained in unlimited quantities, is en- 
dowed with the money function. While 
the precious metals were both used a 
law providing how much of each should 
be required for a dollar, or other unit 
of money, and with a provision for the 
unlimited coinage cf both, was all that 
was required. 
But where paper or 
other material of unlimited quantity is 
used, the law must not only provide 
how paper shall be converted into 
money, but must also determine what 
quantity of money shall be created 
from paper. In the former case nature 
determines the quantity of money; in 
the latter the quantity must be deter- 
mined by law. In other words, in using 
paper in the place of gold and silver, 
the law of man must be substituted for 
the law of nature. 
The automatic theory of limiting the 
volume of coin, by the quantity of the 
precious metals, is not a perfect sys- 
tem. When the mines are productive, 
coin is more plentiful than when the 
output is diminished from exhaustion 
of the mines or other causes. In every 
age of the world, when there has been 
an abundance of coin, there has been 
prosperity as well; and when there has 
been a scarcity of coin there has been 
adversity. Thus the automatic theory 
works well when the precious metals 
are abundant, and badly when they are 
scarce. It is not a scientific system, 
because such a system would furnish 
an adequate supply of money at all 
times, without regard to the accidents 
of mining. 
For 1,400 years previous to the com- 
mencement of the 16th cei tury it 
worked badly, because very little gold 
or silver was produced. 
For 800 years 
previous to 1810 the automatic system 
worked well, because during that 
period nvnes were reasonably produc- 
tive. Between 1810 and 1850, on ac- 
count of the Spanish-American wars, 
which nearly destroyed mining, the 
system produced ruinous contraction 
and hard times. From 1850 to 1873 there 
was a copious yield of the precious 
metals, and the progress of civilization 
was marvelous. In 1873 the automatic 
system was abandoned, and a scheme 
was inaugurated to regulate the vol- 
ume of the standard money of the 
world by gold alone. 
This undertaking has not been fully 
accomplished, but in its approach to 
consummation, it has produced dis- 
aster. It was the most radical finan- 
cial revolution ever undertaken in the 
history of the world, and one which, if 
finally consummated, must end iu 
ruin. If the automatic theory had not 
been abandoned in 1873, the prosperity 
of the preceding twenty-three years 
would have continued, because the out- 
put of the two metals would have 
maintained a reasonable supply of 
money. The restoration of the auto- 
matic system, by the remonetization of 
silver would secure future prosperity 
indefinitely, if the discovery of gold 
and silver mines should furnish an 
adequate production of the precious 
metals. 


If modern civilization is to be main- 
tained, the automatic system must be 
restored, or a more scientific system 
devised and established in its stead. 
Education and habit of thought favor 
the automatic system, which, as we 
bave seen, consists in the use of both 
gold and silver, without discrimination 
against either. The abandonment of 
the automatic system has forced the 
inquiry as to what necessary functions 
gold and silver perform as money, 
which might notasweli be performed 
by Bonae ot^fr gnbatmcw. 


IV. 


VOLCSIE OF MOJTEY GAUGED BY 


PRICES. 


Since the arts of making, engraving 
aad printing paper bave been invented, 
a material has been produced, having 
every essential quality of gold and 
silver, for use as money, except limita- 
tion of quantity. Paper is sufficiently 
durable, cheaper as to cost of transpor- 
tation, and more convenient than coin, 
except for small change. The only 
question remaining is, can any sure 
and safe rule be ascertained and estab- 
lished by law for the limitation of 
quantity. 
General prices furnish a rule or 
gauge by which to determine whether 
the supply of money is sufficient, or 
otherwise. The volume of money in 
circulation, and all the property for 
sale, are reciprocally a supply and de- 
mand as to each other. 
If the average 
price of commodities is stable, the 
proper volume of money is in circula- 
tion. All authorities agree that sta- 
bility in general prices is the end and 
aim of monetary science. Any increase 
or diminution in the supply of money 
produces a corresponding rise or fall 
in general prices. At the beginning of 
the sixteenth century, when there was 
only about $150,000,000 of coin in circu- 
lation in all Europe, general prices 
reached the lowest level in history. A 
hundred years after the discovery of 
gold and nilver in Mexico and South 
America, the volume of metallic money 
was more than quadrupled, and prices 
greatly advanced. Between the years 
1810 and 1850, the cutting off of the 
supply of the precious metals, due to 
the Spanish-American wars, largely 
reduced the supply of money, as com- 
pared with property for sale, and 
prices fell over 50 per cent. The new 
supply of gold from California and 
Australia advanced prices, between 
1850 and 1873, from 18 to 25 per cent. 
Since 1873, the reduction of the supply 
of standard money, by the demonetiza- 
tion of silver, has produced a fall in 
general prices amounting to fully 50 
per cent. 
These practical examples are in har- 
mony with the lawn of supply and de- 
mand. A supply of money in excess 
of the ligitimate demands of business 
is not desirable because it disturbs 
the equity of time contracts, and en- 
ables the debtor to discharge his obli- 
gations in money less valuable than 
the money in circulation at the time 
the contract wae made. 


V. 


EXPANSION AND CONTRACTION. 


A constantly increasing volume of 
money is necessary to supply the in- 
creased demand, arising 
from the 
growth of population and business. A 
decreasing volume of money, as com- 
pared with the demand, is disastrous. 
It compels the debtor to pay in dearer 
money than he undertook to pay when 
he entered into the contract. It dis- 
courages enterprise, because property 
produced or acquired by the invest- 
ment of money declines in price, and 
thus the probability of profit upon any 
venture is diminished 
When money 
is advancing in value, or, what is the 
same thing, is increasing in purchasing 
power, the human instinct of gain in- 
duces investments in money Such 
investments are made by exchanging 
property for money, with a purpose to 
hoard it, or for bonds and other credits, 
which are investments in money 
futures. Investments of this character 
do not create wealth, but absorb wealth 
already produced. 


When prices are rising, the same in- 
stinct leads to the acquisition of prop- 
erty. Property is acquired by pur- 
chase, and by production which results 
from the employment of labor. The 
employment of labor in production is 
the source of all wealth and prosperity. 
Speculators of every description, in- 
cluding dealers in money, iu the lan- 
guage of Wall street, "go long" on those 
things, whether property or money, 
which are rising in price or value, and 
go "short" on those things which they 
believe to be on the decline. Since the 
demonetization of silver, money has 
been appreciating in value, and the 
competition to acquire reliable money 
futures has been so great as to induce 
people to accept very low interest, in 
view of the prospect of an increase in 
the purchasing power of money in- 
vested. The decline of prices has been 
so serious, as to induce prudent men 
to go short on property, by declining 
to engage in new enterprises, and by 
converting their property into money 
futures. 
Enforced idleness, produced 
by the enhancement of the value of 
gold, or what is the same thing, the fall 
of prices, has withdrawn the progress- 
ive and the ambitious from productive 
undertakings, and has led them to seek 
wealth by investmen 
in money fu- 
tures. 
An infinite variety of causes affect 
progress and prosperity. Wars, pesti- 
lence, famine and bad government, 
are common afflictions of the human 
race. But, in the absence of a known 
and great calamity, contraction of the 
eirculating medium is the only instru- 
ment of universal misery. No form of 
civilization or government has been 
able to withstand its blighting influ- 
ence, or to survive its long continuance. 
The unlimited use of gold and silver, 
under present conditions, would rescue 
the country from pending disaster, and, 
if the mines should continue product- 
ive, would secure a prosperous future. 
If, ignoring well known facts, such as 
that the quantity of gold coin in ex- 
istence is constantly being reduced, 
through abrasion and loss, and, that 
there is not any reasonable prospect of 
a future production of gold more than 


I suificient to supply the arts, the money 


GEXEBAL ! Powers shall continue to resist the res- 


' toratipn of the automrtic system, and 
to insist that the volume of money of 
ultimate payment shall be reduced to 
the narrow basis of existing gold, an 
effort must be made to secure a more 
scientific money system, which would 
dispense with the use of the precious 
metals altogether.VI 


RELIEF OR ECONOMIC REVOLUTION. 
A paper money, representative of all 
property for sale, clothed with unlim- 
ited legal tender quality, redeemable in 
debts and taxes, and of a proper vol- 
ume, would be an ideal money. If such 
paper money were established, and the 
Secrectary of the Treasury were re- 
quired to pay it out in li<*u of all other 
money now in the Treasury, or here- 
after to be received; if he were further 
required to destroy all other paper 
money of whatever description, in or 
to be paid in the Treasury; and to sell, 
as bullion, all gold and silver in, or to 
be paid into, the Treasury, and to re- 
place it all with the newly established 
paper money, the volume of circulation 
in tne country would, thereby, be 
neither increased nor diminished; but 
it would consist of a single circulating 
medium, which, to the exclusion of all 
other money, would be clothed with 
the money function and legal tender 
power. 
Does anybody doubt that the only 
money which would pay debts and 
taxes, in the richest country in the 
world, would be the best money ? Ev- 
ery resident and every foreigner, desir- 
ing to buy property, pay debts or taxes 
in this country, would be compelled to 
have it. Would not such a demand be 
sufficient? If it be contended that 
the present supply of money is ade- 
quate, it cannot be maintained that it 
will continue to be so. The growth of 
population and business constantly 
increases the demand for money; and 
the supply must also be increased to 
prevent contraction. The percentage 
of increase of population is known, and 
a like percent of money could be added 
by covering into the Treasury a fur- 
ther amount of representative paper 
money, in lieu of taxes, aad the paying 
out of the same for current expenses. 
The increase of business might require 
a greater percentage of increase in the 
volume of money than the growth of 
population might indicate. In that 
case it would be necessary to resort to 
that certain and reliable gauge of the 
volume of money, which is found in the 
general range of prices. Competent 
and reliable statisticians might be em- 
ployed to investigate prices, and ascer- 
tain whether general prices are rising 
or falling. If rising the amount of 
money covered into the Treasnry, from 
time to time, might be diminished, and, 
if falling, an increased supply must be 
found, until stability in general prices 
should be restored and maintained. It 
is the volume of money which regu- 
lates general prices, and, by the rise 
aad fall of general prices, any excess 
or deficiency in the volume of money 
in circulation is shown. 
The reason why general prices and 
the volume of money respond and cor- 
respond with each other is because the 
money in circulation and all the prop- 
erty for sale are reciprocally th^ supply 
and demand for each other. The con- 
fusion which exists with regard to the 
relation between money and prices 
arises from a comparison of isolated 
articles of commodity with money. The 
demand for money is equal to the de- 
mand for all other things; because it is 
bhe universal order for property; but 
the demand for each kind of property 
is limited. Its value, as compared with 
other property, and us price in money 
depend upon the supply and demand 
of the particular kind of property. The 
fluctuations in price or value of every 
description of property, in obedience 
to the law of supply and demand, have 
no effect upon the aggregate value of 
all property offered for sale, for that 
value is dependent solely upon the 
total supply of mouey. 
vn. 


SCIENTIFIC REFORM OR DESTRUCTION. 
Whatever credit devices may be in- 
vented, whether government or bank 
currency, redeemable in gold, or private 
cheques, bills of exchange or other 
promises to pay, the volume of the cir- 
culating medium must ultimately de- 
pend upon the volume of money clothed 
with every money function. Money re- 
deemable in other money is sioiply a 
form of credit. Credit is limited by 
the means of payment or redemption. 
Since prehistoric times and up to the 
year 1873, the fabric or credit, includ- 
ing currency redeemable in coin, rested 
on both gold aad silver. The part of 
the foundation which consisted of sil- 
ver has been removed, and the silver 
coin, which formed at least on ©-half of 
the base, has been converted into credit 
money, to be redeemed in gold. In 
round numbers, the gold coin, silver 
coin and paper money of the world, are 
about equal to each other. The pyra- 
mid was firm aud substantial while gold ] 
and silver were the base and constituted 
two-thirds of the fabric; and while pa- 
per, the apex, represented only about 
one-third. It now stands: gold coin, 
one-third for the apex; and silver and 
paper, two-thirds, for the base; but the 
pyramid is reversed, with the apex at 
the bottom. 
The load of credit resting on gold 
mnst be greatly reduced to correspond 
with the gold standard, and that is the 
process now going on, which has pro- 
duced the current financial " squeeze," 
and to which the authors of the point 
point as an " object lesson." 


The hope of relief by increasing 
debts, or issuing more currency re-

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deemable iu gold, is vain. Tue i^ i- 
tion of prices, by issuing paper redeem- 
able in gold, without gold for rede:u.>- 
tion, must end in panic and collapse. 
It would be like attempting a perman- 
ent care of delirium tremens by an in- 
creased indulgence in strong drink. 
The grasp of gold contraction can only 
be temporarily relieved by credit de- 
vices, as a patient is sometimes revived 
when suffering from the effects ol 
alcoholism, by a cocktail in the morn- 
ing, only to sink to a still lower depth 
of depression by the inevitable reaction 
later in the day. 
The alternative of scientific money, 


of material other than gold and silvei. 
or the restoration of the automatic 
theory is presented to the creditor 
class. The revolution which they have 
inaugurated to destroy the automatic 
theory, must either be arrested by the 
restoration of silver, or by the inven- 
tion and establishment of a better sys- 
tem. 
The preliminary effects of the gold 
standard contraction, have paralyzed 
enterprise and destroyed the prospect 
of future credits. It is now destroying 
existing obligations, and, when its 
deadly work shall have been fully ac- 
complished, all bonded debts will have 
been liquidated by repudiation and 
bankruptcy. If blind ^reed is to be 
the only guide of the money powers m 
the future, as it haw been in the past, 
the horrors of universal ruin and the 
disorganization 
of 
society 
may 
be 
realized 
before 
the work of 
reconstruction can be begun. The hope 
still exists that there is sufficient in- 
telligence in the masses to direct their 
dormant energies in a mighty effort to 
break the chains of contraction, with 
which fraud and avarice have bound 
the limbs of enterpribe. If this hope 
can be realized, the civilization of the 
Nineteenth Century will escape the 
abyss of degradation and want iu 
which all preceding civilizations have 
perished.
